Canada's only dally student 
newspaper Is In financial diffi- 
culty, according to Students' 
Society Comptroller, Jon Shef- 
man. The McGlll Dally will 
require additional funding from 
the Students' Council or a hard 
push from the paper's adver- 
tising office if It is to continue 
publishing until late April. 

Incorrect projections of ad- 
vertising revenue are at the root- 
of the financial difficulties, 
Daily officials explain. "Ad 
revenue was projected at 
$105,000, and It appears that we 
will only reach the $90,000 mark 
by April" Managing Editor Jen- 
nifer Robinson stated. The Daily 
budget has also been burdened 
with decreased ad revenue on 
Tuesdays and insufficient re- 
venue on Thursdays when the 
Weekly arts supplement ap- 
pears. 

"There are a number of cut- 
backs that we will be forced to 
endure for the Dally to continue 
publishing as long as possi- 
ble,'* Robinson explained. "Re- 
muneration is the first thing to 
go" she said, referring to $3000 
divided among 11 people over a 
period of six months. "On an 
individual basis, our remun- 
eration amounts to next to 
nothing, and although $3000 
isn't enough to pull us out of the 
hole, it will help." Other cut- 
backs . Including distribution, 
number of pages and office 
expenses will be implemented. 

Comptroller Joh Shefman 
claims that latest calculations 
project a deficit of $5000 over 
and above the Students' Society 
subsidy granted last summer, if 



the cutbacks are adhered to. 
Students' Council chairperson 
Terry Reed, in a meeting with 
Daily officials has offered two 
alternatives to the newspaper. 
One, to cease publication when 
funds run out; and two, to grant 
a supplementary budget to the 
Dally with the condition that the 
Council have certain controls 
over the Dally. Reed claims 
however that he doesn't want 
the paper to fold altogether. 

"Any type of control over a 
newspaper, financial or editor- 
ial, infringes on freedom of the 
press", Robinson said. "In the 
past, the Council has always 
picked up small deficits in- 
curred by the Dally If only 
because the Daily provides 
reduced ad rates to student 
groups". Robinson explained 
that on top of the major cut-' 
backs in the Daily expenses, the 
newspaper was forced to raise 
advertising rates for student 
groups. "We certainly don't 
enjoy laying the burden on 
student groups, but we have 
little choice if we want to ensure 
that the newspaper will be free 
from Council control or Influ- 
ence. 

With regard to a recent 
Students' Society ad which 
made reference to the probable 
closing of the Daily in February, 
Robinson suggested that "since 
the deficit isn't large enough to 
cause the Students' Society any 
major financial hassle, this 
move appears to be more' 
political than anything else; Or 
maybe they Included that In the 
ad to attract people to their 
meeting. They had a very poor 
turn out at their last one". 




One of the cutbacks the Dally will have to Implement If the financial picture remains bleak Is the 
photography budget. If Council falls to grant the Dally a control-free supplementary budget, you 
will be seeing papers like this one for the rest of the year: five pages of ad3 to three pages of copy.

ie three-part application 
.hat was submitted on behalf of 
the StudSoc Exec asked the 
Board to conclude that: the 
language of publication of the 
Dally is not part of editorial 
polllcy; that council can pass a 
supplementary budget for the 
Daily and attach conditions to 
It; and that the Joint Man- 
agement Committee Is solely an 
advisory group whose propo- 
sals can be amended or rejected 
by Students' Council. 

In his letter to Sam Boskey, 
Chairperson of the Judicial 
Board, Wiener states that article 
16.1.1 of the By-Laws of the 
Students' Society mandates the 
Board to interpret the Students' 
Society's Constitution. The let- 
ter further states that the Exec- 
utive feels "the decision of the 
Judicial Board not to consider 
the matters referred to it run 



contrary to the plain meaning of 
article 16.1.1 and Is inconsis- 
tent with the spirit of By-Law 
16." The letter also terms the 
Board's refusal to rule 
plication as a "deroga- 




tion from the duties the Stu- 
dents' Council has imposed on 
the Judicial Board." 

The Board refused to rule on 
the application, stating that

Réné- Lévesque will give his 
first speech at McGlll as 
Premier of Québec In front of a 
capacity crowd In Leacock 132 
today. 

At least 650 students are 
expected to fill the university's 
largest classroom, with closed 
circuit TVs In Leacock 26 and 
219 providing live viewing for 
the overflow crowd. 

Lévesque's speech is ex- 
pected to be short and should 
be followed by a lengthy 
question period. The question 
period will be moderated by 
Daniel Latouche, political 
science professor at the Centre 



d'études canadiennes fran- 

? Lévesque's speech should 
Include some Interesting revel- 
ations on the future of McGill. 
Relations between the Lé- 
vesque government and McGill 
have been deemed "as usual" 
since the PQ came to po- 
wer. 

The last time Lévesque came 
to McGlll was in 1976 when 
only 50 people showed up to 
hear him. His last speech to the 
McGill community included 
appeals to Anglophones to "be 
sympathetic" to Québec na- 
tionalism. He made allusion to 
McGIII's negative attitude to- 



wards Québec nationalism 
when he .said "I am entering a 
lion's den to help students 
consider an Important decision 
regarding the future of Que- 
bec."

Martlets fade

For McGill's women's basket- 
ball coach Steve Forman, the 
last season and a half of 
competition have been puzzl- 
ing. Possessed of a team which 
appears to be fairly sound on 
paper, Forman, a coach with a 
winning reputation, has had 
difficulty squeezing .500 ball 
out of the Martlets. 

Following Friday night's ' 
66-55 exhibition loss to Laval, 
the normally effusive Forman 
was (briefly) at a loss for words. 
The reason for this was simple. 
The coach had- Just watched 
helplessly as his team had given 
away an eight, point half time 
lead and an advantageous 
personal foul situation in a 
nightmarish second half 
against the Rouge et Or. The 
loss dropped the Martlets' 
overall record to 6-11, while 
their league record stands at 
1-2. ^ 

Twenty minutes up 
"That was the best first half of 
basketball we've put together 
against a good team this year," 
said Forman after the jjame.' 

The coach's evaluation was 
entirely accurate. The Martlets 



val's center and leading scorer 
Andrée Bélanger in serious foul 
trouble. Including a technical, 
which also counts as a personal 
in F.I.B.A. rules, Bélanger went 
into the second half with four 
personal fouls. 

Twenty minutes down 

So what went wrong? The 
answer, unfortunately for 
McGill, was everything. Forman 
attributed the second half 
collapse to the fact that "We're 
not ready for forty minutes of 
running". Certainly, condition- 
ing was a factor; But what else? 

To start, McGill could not put 
big Bélanger away. Twice, 
Carolyn Woolrlch, who was 
playing on a bad ankle, attempt- 
ed to take the ball to Bélanger. 
She succeeded in neither at- 
tempt. 

Secondarily, there was the 
turnover factor. In spite ' of 
playing a somewhat helter- 
skelter first half of basketball, 
McGill only turned the ball over 
four times In the opening 
period. That figure almost 
tripled In the second half, 
blowing up to 11, without any 
drastic defensive measures by 
Laval. The turnovers contribut- 
ed to the. manufacture of a string

Those Martlets who played up 
to their abilities included Ker- 
wln, whose 18 points led the 
team In scoring, Karen Adams, 
who added 15 points to the 
McGill cause, and guard Brenda 
Walsh, whose four points do 
not accurately attest to her 
contributions on both ends of 
the floor. 

Laval was led offensively by 
Bélanger with 18 points and by 
Quebec team guard Linda Mar- 
quis, who scored 16 points and 
dished off for numerous others 
by her teammates. Marquis was 
probably the classiest player on 
the floor, demonstrating excep- 
tional physical skills as well as a 
large helping of court sense. 
Forman still looking 

For Forman, the search goes 
on. The coach must find an 
effective, consistent starting 
lineup before the Q.U.A.A. 
playoffs roll around in late 
February. The Martlets' incon- 
sistency Is evidenced by For- 
man's statement that: "We 
haven't been able to put two 
good halves together."

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Education hard hit 

Canada has one of the most extensive and most expensive 
. educational sustems In the world and taxpayers are well aware 
that they bear the brunt of this 'luxury'. In this time of economic 
strain, with politicians lurking around for ways to Impress the 
voter, it appears that our luxurious educational system Is covertly 
one of the first things hit to balance the books. No, Bell Canada or 
foreign corporations that make billions in profit every year are not 
suffering. However, the educational system that, even today after 
major reform in recent years, is accessible to only a small 
segment of our population, is suffering. 

All year, we have been hearing of differential fees for foreign 
.students, loans and bursaries decreases, limitations on foreign 
students, major drops in enrollment across the country — all 
these moves point to what our elected representatives are really 
talking about. Especially during the past few years, government 
legislation .and action has attempted to encourage capital 
investment while discouraging consumer spending to harness 
inflation. But there are areas, such as education, that are being 
hard hit to balance the budget — so that government grants that 
attract and subsidize Industry in Canada will ensure that economy 
and society retain the same structure. 

With legislation limiting access and freedom to higher 
education -for foreign students, making Canadian education 
unattractive, with decreasing Canadian enrolment, the road will 
soon be cleared for drastic education cutbacks. Fewer professors, 
fewer courses (In .fields other than management) and fewer 
universities will be needed because, politicians will argue, there 
are fewer students. 

• Recent studies show that visa students effectively pay for 
themselves because of the money they pump into Canada's 
economy, and that they provide additional economic benefits — 
allowing more money to Institutions and wider course options by 
picking up slack in enrolment of Conadian students. The 
Canadian Bureau for International Education goes on to say that 
there is no evidence that Canadian students are losing educational 
places because of the presence of visa students. This federally 
funded bureau's statements shatter the myth that visa students 
are a drain on the Canadian taxpayer. Foreign students also enrich 
In a very real way, the academic and social quality of our 
education. r> 

When we speak out about differential fees and regressive 
legislationaffectlngforelgristudents.weare really talking about the 
loss of our educational system as we know It. We are talking about 
our right as Canadians to have an adequate education system.

MCM marketable 

It Is lamentable that the Montreal Citizens Movement, In its fifth 
year of existence, has sanctioned the segregation of form and 
content — an attribute common to all political parties seeking 
power. By the end of the month, the NDG-chapter of the MCM will 
resolve to permit its municipal councillors to reject the party's leftist 
ifleoiogy while remaining full party members in good standing. The 
move has all but been endorsed by the MCM central executive. One 
of its members, John Gardiner, who is the nominal head of the 
party's radical wing, maintains that It will ease tensions and 
encourage cooperation. 

What the decision means Is that MCM councillors, like most 
politicians, won't be obliged to act or speak according to principle, 
though they still can if they choose to. Integrity and honesty will no 
longer have to be the Irreducible qualities of the MCM councillor; 

The decision also means that the MCM has finally entered the 
arena of practical politics. With the novelty having worn off since 
its strong electoral showing in 1974,. the MCM, with the ongoing 
bickering between "leftists" and "moderates" and with spokes- 
people forthe latter leaving the party in increasing numbers, would 
probably not perform very well in the municipal election slated for 
this November. Rather than denouncing Mayor Drapeau, their main 
adversary, MCM members, In the past two years, have been 
denouncing each other. 

Victory at the polls in November will be precluded for the MCM 
unless the party presents a united product to the public very soon 
through the efforts of a large membership. Should the internal 
squabbles be permitted to continue, these "Ideals" will not be 
realized. 

But If party members are allowed to disassociate themselves 
from the political position of the central executive, the MCM will 
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_ r Jay the same marketable semblance of unity that the majority 
jf. political parties show. As NDG councillor Michael Falnstat 
argues, the decision will open the dooft for new non-leftist mem- 
bers who, until now, have shunned the MCM. 

The move allows one to oppose Mayor Drapeau under the 
auspices of a relatively strong organization without having to be a 
leftist denouncing "capitalists" and advocating "the overthrow of 
the system." Since this is a pragmatic world, the move Is probably a 
good one. The MCM is beginning to realize that, in order to defeat 
Drapeau, anarchic purity has to go. MarcCassini

to your teenagers 

Wc all know going out is fun, and 
no parent wants to take away those good 
times; But these days, with teenagers in' 
and out of cars so much, it's crucial that 
they understand the dangers of drinking 
and driving, and that they can avert 
potential trouble by making thé right 
decisions'. 

First, set your son or daughter 
straight on this often-misunderstood fact:

Most important, be a good example. 
Never drive if you've had even one drink - 
too many. Better still, don't let it come 
to that. Know your limit and stay within it.

If you're not of legal drinking age, 
don't touch a drop. But if you are, and you 
drive, then you're old enough to do your 
part in reaching an agreement with your 
parents on the subject. 

Sure they ~worry. Because even if you 
don't drink, others in* your group may. 
The friend driving you home one night 
may have had too much. 

Show that you're equally concerned. 
Get serious. For instance, what have you 
read lately about the dangers of drinking 
and driving? Do you know how much 
beer, wine or spirits your body can safely 
handle before your judgment becomes 
impaired? Do you know the law in your 
province? And what happens if you break it? 

Get the facts and discuss them calmly. 
Then take the initiative and propose a few 
family ground rules. v_ 

No driving if you've been drinking 
beyond your limit. (We'll send you a 
valuable free chart on responsible limits 
if you write us.) No riding with a friend 
who's been drinking. And convince your 
parents if a situation ever turns dicey, 
you won't hesitate to phone for help. 

Finally, remind your parents you're 
concerned for their safety, too, and that 
the family rules on drinking and driving 
apply to them, as well.
